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•-•Ik don't always know what is good for them. Sometimes, in fact, 
they have to be pushed into it - literally. In Star Valley, Wyoming, each 
spring, on the first Sunday after Mother's Day. they are kindly but 
firmly dislodged from their winter feeding grounds in the valley and 
sent up to higher ground to spend the summer. The occasion has be- 
come an annual social event for the local people, a great, happy, ram- 
bling picnic on horseback, a mixture of spring festival and country fair. 


The originator of this benevolent maneuver is Newel Gardner, game 


warden at Afton in the Star Valley. When he took over, 12 years ago. he 
realized that the elk should be moved from winter to summer feeding 
ground before calving time —after calving the females are reluctant to 
move, stay on m the wintering area and eat up winter food during the 
summer. So, in 1956 Garner and five companions carried out the first 
drive. Since then it has developed into the opening outing of the sea- 
son for the community 


Early in the morning, cars and trailers bring horses and riders to the 


site, the Salt River a-id Greys River valleys about 30 miles north of 
Afton, The drive itself is not exactly a testing ordeal. After saddling 
and mounting, the crowo of riders move off in the direction of the herd 
The elk cooperate, oddly enough, against the whole spirit of the day, 
by being downright anti-social As soon as they catch sight of the 
riders they willingly scamper off towards the high ground where they 
spend the summer. 


The riders carry on happily over the mountains to Grey? Valley 


where a very welcome feed has been prepared: elk stew, moose ham- 
burgers (mainly meat confiscated from game law violators), and trim- 
mings. The open air is the finest appetizer, and the whole party is 
seasoned with high spirits and good company There is the knowledge 
that a useful job rns been done in the cycle of natural life —with all the 
pleasure of a neighborly get-together

two, cashed dummy's ace 
and king of clubs to discard 
a diamond and a heart; led 
a diamond to his ace; ruffed 
a n o t h e r heart and was 
pleased when East did not 
overruff.

8 and 10, see the dentist ev- 
ery six months and at each 
visit he X rays their teeth. 


A N S W E R : It's n e v e r 


really "safe" to X ray any- 
one—anywhere in the body. 
But, of course, there are cir- 
cumstances when it must be 
done. 


C h i l d r e n , 
particularly, 


should not be routinely ex- 
posed to dental X rays of 
any type, and certainly not 
to full-mouth X rays, X rays 
of all the teeth. 


If diagnostic X rays are 


deemed n e c e s s a r y , they 
should, of course, be taken 
but only with proper precau- 
tions: 


1. X-ray 
exposure 
time 


kept to a minimum by use of 
extra-fast film. 


2. 
X-ray 
machine ade- 


quately filtered. 


3. Patient's body covered 


with leaded apron. 


When a child's permanent 


teeth have fully erupted, it 
may be necessary to take 
diagnostic bitewing X rays, 
one on each side of the 
mouth, but not oftener than 
once a year. 


Attempting to locate cavi- 


ties 
by 
instrument 
exam 


only is much too uncertain, 
and X rays are the "eyes" 
that dentists use to see be- 
tween 
the teeth. 
But the 


same precautions as those 
listed above should be fol- 
lowed.

DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


I had six upper front teeth 
capped about two years ago 
and ever 
since 
then 
the 


gums a r o u n d them have 
been swollen, inflamed and 
bleed easily. I've been told 
to massage my gums but 
that only worsens the condi- 
tion. What shall I do'.' 


ANSWER: Since your gum 


inflammation is localized in 
the area of the caps, and 
since they are continuously 
inflamed, it can be assumed 
that the cause is most prob- 
ably due to caps that have 
faulty 
margins, 
poor con- 


tacts or are not spaced prop- 
erly at the gum line. 


To correct these faults, it 


may be necessary to remove 
the caps and either adjust 
them or remake them. 


Admittedly, this is a ter- 


rible nuisance but it's pref- 
erable to chronic gum infec- 
tion.

still flashes that old flair, 
breaking away on a punt re- 
turn. It still takes two or 
three men to ride him down. 
He still slams the ball to the 
turf in disgust at not having 
made a touchdown. But it's 
not the same. 


Professional football has 


given a new dimension to 
defense, true, but the ac- 
claim and recognition still 
go to the offensive person- 
nel. It is a fact about which 
most defensive backs gripe. 
Bird just admits it. 


"No," he says, "there isn't 


as much personal satisfac- 
tion for me in playing de- 
fense. It's one of the biggest 
things I've had to adjust to 
—you don't get the praise on 
defense that you do on of- 
fense." 


Rodger Bird is, however, 


satisfied. It has been so long 
now, that even he doubts he 
could have made it as a 
running back. 


"It don't really think I've 


got the burning speed it 
takes to be a running back," 
he said. "Anyway, I now 
think defense is tougher to 
play than offense. It was a 
real hard adjustment for me 
to make, probably because 
I'd played on the other side 
of the (scrimmage) line so 
long. 


"Maybe 
some guys are 


more fortunate and adjust 
more quickly, but it took 
awhile for me . . the back- 
ing up ... coining in."

'Flighty' 


ROME, Italy—(NEA)—A threatened strike of all com- 


munications in Italy did not come off, and reporters cov- 
ering the World Cup tournament at the Circolo Golf Olgiata 
here got their dispatches away in proper fashion. 


But the anxiety they showed concerning the strike would 


draw a sneering upper lip from Frank Moran, who is 
described as the "doyen of all British golf writers." 


Moran is in his 80s but still writes a weekly column for 


the Scotsman, in Edinburgh. Moran is a bit disdainful of 
modern sportswriters who. he feels, have a snap. In his 
day, there weren't even telephones from stadium to office. 
Carrier pigeons were employed. 


"Mister Moran," one of 


the London reporters was 
saying, "is one of the great 
sportswriters of them all. 
And he writes his stories 
in spidery longhand. He 
usually s t*a r t s something 
like: 'Harry Vardon would 
never have p l a y e d the 
fourth 
the way J a c k 


Nicklaus did today . . . 


The reporter went on to 


tell a story Frank Moran 
tells. 


Early in the c e n t u r y 


Moran was covering a soc- 
cer match between the two 
bitterest rivals in Scotland, 
the Celtic and the Rangers. 
"The Celtic are Catholic 
and the R a n g e r s are 
Protestant," said the re- 
porter, "and fiercely so. 


"Even today 100.000 fans 


come out to see a game which always is spirited. Each 
time they play, and it's about once a month, at least 40 
fans are hospitalized and 110 are carted off-to prison. 


"Others wear tin hats to ward off flying beer bottles. 


Those who are still somewhat sound when the game is 
over go to a pub, have a few, then get into a fight to 
finish the evening entertainment." 


In the stadium, the press box was near the roof 
On the 


roof were the pigeon coops. With them was the dispatcher 
who took the running play-by-play from Moran, quickly 
folded the paper, slipped it into the" capsule on the pigeon's 
foot and sent the pigeon fluttering away. 


There may not have been as many pigeons on the roof 


as there are on a Sunday morning in St. Mark's Square, 
but there were plenty. One was always kept in reserve for 
the final score. 


This game was particularly exciting. There was keen 


play and brawls and other forms of pleasure which caught 
the enthusiasm of Moran and he scrawled note after note 
to the dispatcher. 


The dispatcher, a hardened professional, took the mess- 


ages and in almost one motion inserted them into capsules 
and, with deft hands, released the pigeons, calling "off." 


So it went. As the game continued, and tension mounted, 


the number of pigeons on the roof dwindled. 


Finally, one remained. The game ended in a great flurry. 


There was a goal. And frenzy on the field, iii the stands 
and on the roof. 


Moran scribbled the final score and hurriedly handed it 


to the dispatcher. 
The dispatcher took it, grabbed the 


last pigeon and shouted, "Off." 


Then the dispatcher looked in his hand. He stared at 


the piece of paper with the score. 


Above the tumult, the dispatcher screamed at the soar- 


ing pigeon "CELTIC 2, RANGERS I!"
